WASHED BY WAVES. 


The Town of Woon is still 


Inundated, 


Fears That the Worst of the Flood is 
Yet to Come. 


Another Mighty Overflow Reported at 
Clifton, Ariz. 


Detalis of the Disaster at Tia Juana—

Yuma, (Ariz.,) Feb. 27.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] The water reached 
the highest point at 11 o’clock last 
night. Every business house was 
washed down. The convent of St. Jo- 
seph, the A. O. U. W. Hall, the ex- 
press, telegraph and postoflice were 
leveled to the ground. The railroad 
and steamboat oflices were swept into 
the Colorado River, The raiiroad ioe- 
house and the track at the foot of Main 
street were washed away. 

Five hundred men worked last night 
to save property, but met with iittle 
success. The town and property are 
now guarded by members of the Yuma 
Rifles, who have been sworn in as dep- 
uty sheriffs. 

The water is now falling here, but 
‘reports of farther rises have been fe- 
ceived from above and east, which, 
if reports are correct, will entirely 
sweep Yuma away. The railroads 
both wuys are impassable. 

THE INUNDATION AT CLIFTON. | 

CuiFTON (Ariz...) Feb. 27.—The 
river has risen again. Property has 
been destroyed, railroads demolished, 
dams and flumes swept away. Work 
has been suspended by both the Ari- 
zona and Detroit copper mining com- 
panies.

LAST RITES PAID TO THE LATE 


Queen Lilluokalani at War with Her 
Ministers—The Political Hori- 
zon Is Daily, Becoming 
Darker. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Feb. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] The United States 
Flagship Charleston, which arrived 
this afternoon from MHonlulu after a 
passage of ten days, brings word that 
the Hawaiian ministry refused to re- 
sign and that Queen Liliuokalani has 
appealed to the Supreme Court of 
Hawaiito oust them. Affairs other- 
wise are progressing quietly. 

KALAKAUA’S FUNERAL. 

The funeral of King Kalakaua took 
place on the 16th inst. The funeral 
ceremonies began in the throne room 
of the palace, and the services were 
according to the ritual of the Episcopal 
ehurch. The bishop of Honolulu and 
all the clergy of the city participated. 
The royal family, judges of the supreme 
court, privy councillors, nobles and 
other officers of the government, and 
personal friends of the dead King were 
the only ones present at the services, 
but the palace was ‘surrounded by 
natives. The remains were taken 
from the palace to the church, where 
second services were held; and city 
officials, delegations from other islands, 
officers and men from the vesseis in 
the harbor and prominent residents 
were admitted. The funeral pageant 
was the longest ever seen in. the 
isjands. The catafalgue was sur- 
mounted by a pyramidal dome resting 
on pillars covered with black cloth, 
entwined with ribbons of silk. At the 
tup of each pillar waved a heavy black 
plume with a white tip. The casket 
was an elaborate piece of native work- 
manship. ‘he band trom the Charles. 
ton headed the procession, and was 
followed by the officers aod a detach- 
mentof marines from the Charieston, 
Mohican and H. B. M. 8. Nymphe and 
others. Col. Faukra acted as marshal. 
At the royal mausoleum the ceremonies 
were conducte’ by the Bishop of Hon- 
olulu and Master Mason Puillips,a 
native choir, chanting at intervals.

Lonpon, Feb. 27.—| Copyright by the 
New York Associated Press.} Quitea 
sensation was caused by the report of 
the quarrel between the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales at Portsmouth 
yesterday. It seems that the Prince 
beard through the foreign office 
alarming accounts of the position of 
ex-Empress Frederick, in Paris. He 


decided to go and bring her 
away, and wired his sis- 
ter to leave immediately if she 


could not wait for him.' He also tele- 
graphed the Queen. When he joined 
the Queen at Portsmouth, Her Majesty 
was greatly excited, and was beard to 
‘say to him: 

**What do you say? Turn my daugh- 
ter out of Paris?” 

The Prince replied in a low tone, but 
the Queen was visibly enragéd. She 
repeated that it was impossible that 
any insult could be offered to her 
daughter in Paris. She blamed the 
Prince for his injudicions course, and 
threatened to countermand his tele- 
gram. 

He protested earnestly, and finally, 
sent another 
cipber telegram to ex-Empress Fred- 
erick expressing his own and the 
Queen’s wishes. 

THE EMPRESS LEAVES PARIS, 

Paris, Feb. 27.—Empress Frederick 
of Germany left Paris this morning. 
No unpleasant incident marked the de- 
parture. The gravity of the situation 
however, can be judged from the fact 
that, under advice from high quar- 
ters, the Empress changed her route 


for fear of being insulted. It 
was publicly announced yester- 
day evening, and again this 
morning, that the Empress Fred- 


erick intended to leave la Calais at 
11:30 a.m., but she left two bours 
earlier and was driven rapidly to Gare 
du Nord, where she’ eutered the train 
for Boulogne. The yo however, 
will notembark for Eoglaud at that 
port, but will proceed from there to 
Calais, where a royal yachtis awaiting 
her.- In spite of the precautions sev- 
eralbundred people gathered around 
Gare du Nord. They were civil and 
quiet, the majority of the men taking 
off their hate as the Empress passed. 

There were no insultiag cries of any. 
description. 

The Empress and her party arrived 
at Gare Du Nord in three landaus. 
Police officials had taken every precau- 
tion to protect the Empress, a body of . 
over 500 policemen being at the depot. 
The Empress was accompanied by the 
staff of the German embassy. Count 
Von Munster and a number of police 
accompanied the Empress to Boulogne 
and from there to Calais. The Em- 

ress appeared perfectly calm ana cor- 
dially bade adieu to all. 

At the reception yesterday evening 
Gervex, the painter, was presented to 
the Empress. Ou behalf ofa portion 
of the French artists he expressed the 
regret they felt at not being able tc 
send works of arttothe Berlin Expo- 
sition. They could not place them- 
selves at variance with their colleagues. 
The Empress,in reply, said ahe ap 
preciated the justice of the French 
artists’ motives and accepted them in a 
friendly spirit, though she regretted 
that France would not be represented 
at Berlin. 

Inu an interview with the president 
of the Society of Artists the latter de- 
clared he will still advocate that 
French artists should send exhibits to 
Berlin, though contrary to the opinion 
ot his brother artists. 

THE EMPRESS IN ENGLAND. 

Dover, Feb. 27.—The royal yachi 
baving on board Empress Frederick 
and suite arrived this afterfoon. The 
Empress was enthusiatically received.

Sensational Developments in 
the Case Yesterday. 


A MIXED STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


All Sorts of Charges Against the 
Landiady by John Long—-A 
Shower of Affidavits and 
Answers. 


Tbe qnestion as to whether or not the. 


.Teceiver of the Winona House, a fashion- 
able family hotel on Temple street, should 
be discharged, was what agitated Judge 


Shaw io Department Five of the Superior 


Court yesterday. 

The developments which ensued from an 
investigation of the case were of a most 
sensational character. To use a common 
phrase, they were rich, rare and racy. 

It was about January 1 that Join Long, 
an elderly man, anda pretty iittle woman 
named Mrs. L. Dumont, entered intoa busi- 
ness partnership to conduct the Winona. 
Long put up the money necessary as against 
Mrs. Dumont’s experience and managerial 
ability. But things did not run smooth. 
Mr. Long and Mrs. Dumont quarreled. 
Finally, on February 5, they came together 
and Long swore at Mrs. Dumont and mal- 
treated her, so she claims. 

Not only this. He fired bodily a lodger 
who had rooms in the bouse named W. 
Ligon, whom he claimed was intimate with 
the landiady. 

Then Long was arrested and put under 
bonds to keep the peace, 

On February 7 Long filed a complaint 
asking that a receiver for the se be ap- 
pointed. In bis complaint he alieged that 
about January 16, being friendly with Mrs. 
Dumont, and desirous of furnishing ber 
with a means of making her living, be pur- 
chased the Winoua and its furniture, good 
will, etc., for $3000, the money te be repaid 
to him by Mra. Dumont out of the profits of 
the house; that at the time the said Mrs. 
Dumont intended to cheat and defraud 
him of the purchase money; that she 
did not keep proper accounts of 
the reveipts of the house and refused to fur- 
nish him with board and lodging as she bad 
agreed todo; that she was insolvent and 
intended to dispuse of the lease to the hotel 
t some innocent purchaser. 

To this complaint Mrs. Dumont’s attor- 
neys demurred and filed across complaint. 
In this latter document she alleged that she 
Was not insolvent; that she had means of 
ber own and did not intend to defraud Lon 
of his 3000. In fact, she entered a genera 
to all ofthe allegations of the com- 
piaint, 

Further answering, Mrs. Dumont alleged 
that when she assumed the reins of power 
at the Wivoua it was of Jodgers, and 
the business was paying; that January 29 

ng wade her a proposition to cohabit 
with him as his wistress, which 
proposition she indignantly refused; 
that on the day following Long insisted on 
ner canceling her lease wo the house, which 
, she refused; that from January 29, to Feb- 
ruary 25, he prowled around the house, dis- 
turbing roomers, Causing them to lose sleep, 
and ultimately leave the bouse, and result- 
ing in cutting down the protits of the house; 
that Long threatened to kill her, and 
showed her a revolver on one occasion; 
that he did, after February 1, endeavor to 
persuade roomersto leave the house, and 
did endeavor to injure her character; that 


he advised her help and tradespeople from 


whom she purchased goods, to look out for 
her or she would defraud them of moneys

Mrs. Dumont asked damages in the sum 
of $2000 for the Injury done her by Long, in 
acting as she claims hedid. She also asked 
fur the discharge of the receiver; that his 
being kept there had entailed upon hor a 
loss of $1000, (S. J. Stratton had previously

Yesterday mornivg a number of affidavits 
‘were presented on the part of Mrs. Dumont, 
‘oiling to show thatshe hed conducted the 
odging house properly during the briet 
period she ran it, and that until the disturb- 
ance created by Long, on Jamuary 30, there 
was no complaint among the guests. ‘The 
affidavits of some of the heip Were also read 
to prove, that Long had advised them to 
look oat or Mrs. Dumont would defraud 
them of thelr wages. Affidavits of rooimers 
were also read to the effect that Long wan- 
dered through the house at unseemly hours. 
creating a noise and disturbing guests; that 
he on occasions used profane and vulgar 
language in a loud and boisterous tone of 
of voice. 

John Long, in support of hts case, pre- 
seuted numerous affidavits going to prove 
that Mrs. Dumont was uoduly intimate with 
W.38. Ligon. He madean aftidavit himself 
which was read, and in which he alleged 
that as soon as he had turnished Mrs. 
Dumont money to purchase the lodging 
house shé proceed to abuse and to treat 


him unciviliy; thaton February 5 he was} 


ejected from the house by the lady when 

his trunk and effects were landed upon the 

sidewalk; that he never asked her to 
_ cohabit with him; that on January 17 W. 

Ligon applied for a room at the house; that 

Mrs. Dumopt and he pretended to be 

strangers to each other; that after Ligon 

had been ip the house several days 
he. (Long) came unawares upon him 
in the ba caressing Mrs. Dumont 
and that iater he found Ligon 

issuing from Mrs. Dumont’s room at 7 

o’clock in the morning, that this undue fa- 

miliarity between Mrs. Dumontand Ligon 
had the affect of giving the bousea bard 

nawe, and caused boarders to leave. 2 

Jobn further averred in his affidavit that 
Mrs. Dumont and Ligon were not strangers 
as she represented; that be had seen them 

that after the 
roomers commenced to complain ef the re- 
jations existing between Mrs. Dumont and 
Ligon, be wentto her and remonstrated; 
that at this she became indignant and in- 
sulting; that he told her that he believed 
she Was noceng Ligon, to which she re- 
plied: “Well, he is kept by me, and what 
are you going todo about it;” that Mrs. 
Dumont made his acquaintance and 
gained his confidence to defraud 
him, and that Ligon is her 
co-conspirator; that he (Long) did re- 
quest ail parties with whom Mrs. Dumont 
uid business, to present their Dilis reg- 
ularly as be was advised that she was goiug 
to run the house in debt aud leave the bilis 
for him to pay. 

Long also made the startling charge in 
his affidavit that Mra. Dumont was addicted 
to cigarette which, when he pur- 
chased the bouse for her, she promised to 
cease, but did nvt and that all this caused 
anuoyapce aud disgust to the boarders. 

In addition to this, in Long’s behalf, the 
aftidavit of Jobn W. Spencer was read. 
Spencer swore that in March, 1890, Mrs. 
Dumout roomed at the Wiilis Hotel in 
Portiand, Or.; that_he saw her frequentiy 
in the company ot W. 8S. Ligon, aud that 
he is convinced that they frequently occu- 
- pied the same room together; that on Feb- 
6, of the 

Winona, be saw Ligon kiss Mrs. Dumont, 

Josie Millbouse, 4 chambermaid in tye 
house, made an affidavit which was read, to 
the effect that she had frequentiy seen 
Ligon in Mrs. Dumont’s room, tuat sbe bad 
found Cigarette siuus iu the room and smelt 
the odor of tobacco very strong, and that 
at vo time had sheever seen or beard Ligon 
be upgentiemaniy in his conduct to Mrs.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


Informal Session of the 
Council Yesterday. 


THE STORM-WATER QUESTION. 


Week'y Meeting of the Board of 
Public Works—Recommenda-. 
tlons Adopted-The State- 
Street Bridge. 


An informal meeting of the Council was 
held yesterday afternoon at the request of 
the members of the Board of Public Works, 


“to discuss the condition of affairs on Pigue- 


lief. 

Chairman Mc(arry of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works presided. 

J. 8. Slauson, one of the interested prop- 
erty-owners, briefly addressed the Council. 
saying that petitions had been prepared for 
the paving of the street with bituminous 
lime rock, and also with gravel, but these 
had been abandoned, on account of the ex- 
pense. fie believed that the city was com- 

lled to keep the street in repair, a6 it 

ad oncs been ed. But what 
he wanted to call attention to in 
rticular was the fact that by work done 
y thecity,a jarge amountof water had 
been diverted on Figueroa street, which, fo 
case of rain, converted the street into 
water-way, to the great inconvenience 
property-owners along the street. Thé dity 
had cut away a oatural barrier that had pro- 
tected the street, since which time there 
had been great inconvenience from the 
water. Hethoughtthat as it was by the 
city’s work the nuisance had been created, 
the city should take care of the street, and 
keep it in proper condition. 

Uounciiman Bonsall briefly outlined the 
street law, showing that all street improve- 
ments must be made at the expense of the 
pespet abutting on the same. 

aj. Horace Beil also addressed the Coun- 
cil, saying that he thought the city should 
care fer the street until such time as the 


property owners saw fit to pave it. He was 


not in favor of paving it at this time, nor 
did he favor a gravel street. He preferred 
to wait until the people were able to make 
permanent improvements. 

Councilman McGarry thought that the 
prone thing to do was for the councilmen, 

gether with the citizens present, ureiag 
the immediate passage of the bill providing 
for the issuance of bonds for street paving, 
and that a telegram be sent | 
Senator Carpenter and Assemblyman 
Mathews asking them  touse_ their 
efforts to secure its immediate pas- 
sage. Mr. McGarry put his suggestion in 
the form of a motion, which passed u 
imously. 

Councilman McGarry stated that 
Board of Public Works, together with 
President of the Council and Oity Engi- 
neer, had been over the ground § at 
the corner of Second and Pearl streets, at 
the head waters of the Arroys de los Reyes, 
with a view to building a stormdrain to the 
river at the nearest accessible point, with a 
view to solving the water problem, but no 
definite conclusion had been reach 

On motion of Councilman Innes, the Rep- 
resentatives in the Legisiature were asked 
to urge a call for a eonstitutional conven- 


ion. be. be 
Maj. Bell asked that the gutters on Figue- 
roa street be cleaned out and the holes filled

Kecommend that the Street Superinten- 
dent enforce the law in regard to contrac- 
tors putting streets in order when work is 
done, and in case of excavations that ma- 
terials used be en wet and tamped. 

Kecommend that the Street Superinten- 
dent first attend to important work, such as 
filiing dangerous mudholes, instead of 
cleaning out gutters on hill streets; also 
that the Street Superintendent furnish 
weekly instead of monthly reports of men 
and teams employed by him, where work 
is in progress, and what has been done. 

In the niatter of the petition asking for 
the lowering of Alameda street, south of 
Seventh, the board thinks that to.do so 
would resuit in damage to the newly-con- 
structed sewer between Seventh and 
Eighth streets, and that much less damage 
would result from the present disposition of 
the water. Recommend, however, that so 
much of the water as comes from the region 
north of Seventh street be diverted into the 
river along Seventh street. . 

The attention of the Street Superinten- 
dent is called to a mudhole at Fifth and 
Wall streets.

tour around by way of the Mission road, 
and thatin cagé it was built consiaerabie 
traffic would be diverted to State street, 

a large section of country would be accoti- 
modaged, and on these representations the 
plans were, and the contract tor the cop- 
struction of the bridge was let toJ. L. Bates 
for 941, the Mayor being requested to sign 
on behalf of thecity. Mayor Hazard, how- 
ever, declined to sicn the contract, and in 
a message to Council gave his rea- 
sons, saying -that it would be better 
to put in a five-foot culvert The matter 
was then referred back to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and Bridge Committee, and, after 
a further investigation, the coutract was 
again passed over the Mayor’s veto, and the 
President of the Council was requested to 
sign on behalf of the city.

ARIZONA UNDER WATER. 


The very name of Arizona suggests 


The Territory is 
pretty well souked. Yuma is almost 
entirely sweptaway, and for miles 
east of that city, along the Mohawk 
valley, nothing but water can be seen, 
Phenix has lost several hundred 
houses, Clifton has been threatened, 
and at last accounts the creeks in the 
neighborhood of Prescott were doing 
damage. 

It does not. take much of a flood to 
dostroy ‘tho average Arizona house. 
The prevailing material for houses 
there is still the adobe or sun-baked 


during the past ten years, many lum- 
ber houses and some of brick have 
been erected. The adobe remains pop- 
ular because of its heat-résisting qual- 
ities, although it has the disadvantage 
of tetaining the heat at night. 
This was formerly the general material 
used for building in Los Angeles, 
where many such structures may still 
be seen. Under moisture, this mater- 
ial of course easily dissolves. Even a 
heavy rainstorm will sometimes wear 
it away considerably, and it needs but 
a very gentle flood to cause a house to 
melt to the ground, unless a high 
stone foundation has been provided. 
This will account for the large number 
of houses that have gone down in 
some places. 

The watercourses in Arizona, dry 
in summer, but raging torrents for a 
few hours or days in the rainy season, 
are of the same character as those 
with which we have to contend in this 
country. They are like runaway loco- 
motives, very difficult to manage. 


By erecting storage reservoirs 
at suitable places, an immense 
amount of water could be 


utilized on land that, with water, 
would produce good crops. The dis- 
astrous experience at Walnut Grove, 
near Prescott, shows, however, that 
the dams of such reservoirs must be 
very strongly constructed. 

The census reports give a little over 
sixty thousand acres as being under 
irrigation in Arizona, and it is stated 
that this is as much as can be irri- 
gated without tbe construction of 
reservoirs. This is certainiy a mis- 
take. 
There is still a large acreage that 
can be irrigated from the streams, but 
the limit will soon be reached and then 
there will doubtless be a determined 
effort made tosave some ofthe water 
that now runs to waste after every 
rainfall, often carrying devastation in 
its wake. 


RELIGIOUS SECTS IN THE UNITED 
STATES, 


One of the departments of the census 
deals with statistics of the religious 
bodies of the United States. When-com- 
pleted, it will show what denominations 
are represented in the country and the 
number of congregations, ministers, 
church edifices and communicants of 
each, «with ‘the seating capacity and 
value of ali houses of. wor- 
ship. there are upwards of 
one hundred and forty denominations, 
besides many independent congrega- 
tions, it will be seen that the task of 
gathering the required information has 
been a very extensive one. 

A preliminary bulletin has just been 
issued, giving statistics of fourteen of 
the denominations. From it we learn 
that the United Presbyterians number 
'94,402—by far the largest--number. 
of any denomination deait with in this 
bulletin. It has 831 church edifices, 
with a seating capacity of 264,298, so 
thatthere is ample room for growth 
without building more churches just 
yet where any exist. The value of its 
church property is given as $5,408,084." 
The Salvation Army, which is an- 
other of the organizations dealt with 
in this bulletin, has a membership of 
8,662. It has but twenty-seven church 
edifices, with a seating capacity of 12,- 
055 and the value of its church property 
is only $37,350. 

The fact that there are over one 
hundred and forty-.religious denomi- 
nations in this country, will be utilized 
by sOme as ap argument against the 
Protestant religion, and in favor of 
other creeds which are uniform. This 
is a fallacious argument. Wherever 
there is deep thinking and enthusias- 
tic conviction, there is difference of 
opinion. Death is uniform, but life 
ever varies. The differences between 
mgny of these sects are very trifling. 
In essentials they are mainly agreed. 


A NEW LAND BILL, 


The Senate and fiouse have practi- 
cally reached an agreement upon an 
entirely new land bill, which will be 
brought forward at the earliest oppor- 
tutity. The bill will change the gen- 
eral land system of the Government in 
many important particulars. The 
Timber-culture Act will be repealed, 
but with a reservation in favor of bona 
fide claims already entered. 

Following are some of the leading 
features of the bill: 


In computing the period of cultivation on 
the claims already acériing, provided the 
time sbail run from date of entry, the neces- 
sary acts of cultivation performed within 
the proper time, preparation of land and 
planting of trees are to be construed as ac- 
tua! cultivation. 

Persons who have complied with proyis- 
iods of the Timber-culture Act for four 
years, mey prove up their claims by pay- 
ment of $1.25 an acre. 


The Desert Land Act is amended by re- 
quiring the filing of a map showing the pro- 
posed method of reclamation, and no person 
shail receive patents for land under the act 
unless he has expended in the work of 
reclamation at least $8 per acre, $1 to be ex- 
pended within each year. After four years 
the title may be secured by the payment of 
$1 per acre. 


ONE of the most important facts re- 
vealed by the census is thatthe negro 
race, instead of increasing with great 
rapidity, has, in fact, been relatively 
falling off. During the last thirty 
years of slavery the negro population 
increased 90 per cent. During the 
first thirty years of freedom it has in- 
creased but 66 per cent. Commenting 
upon this fact the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser says: -

A DAY IN CONGRESS. 


The Nicaragua Canal Measure 
Shelved. 


Good Progress Made on Appropriation 
Bills in the Senate. 


Money for Irrigation Works on the 
Indian Reservations. 


The House Spends the 
Wrangling Over the Shipping 
Finally Passes 

the Measure.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. [By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senatec.—A message 
from the President, returning without 
his approval the bill to establish a 
record and pension office of the War 
Department, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

The House bill for relief of Henry L. 
Morey passed. 

Mr. Sherman stated he was author- 
ized by the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations to say that the Nicaragua Canal 
Bill will not be pressed any further at 
this time, aud might take its place on 
the calendar. | 

Consideration of the Legislative Ap- 
propriation Bill was resumed, the first 
question being on the amendment as 
to the clerical force of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

The amendment was amended to 
provide that said clerks shall be ap- 

inted, and as amended it passed. It 
ncreased the pay of the secretary from 
$1600 to $2000; provides for five clerks 
of class 4, five of class 3, three of class 
1, three at $1000 each, two at $900, one 
messenger and one laborer, and 
changes the total appropriation from 
$53,700 to $52,200. 

Lhe amendment appropriating $4000 
for a feurth assistant postmaster-gen- 
eral was agreed to. 

The committee’s amendment ap- 
propriating $5000 for the reapportion- 
meut of Utah Territory, was reduced 
to $1000, and agreed to... 

On motion of Mr. Sherman a new 
section was inserted changing the act 
of May 1882 so as to authorize the su- 
perintendents of the Mint and of the 
Assay Office in New York, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, (but not otherwise) to receive 
United States gold coin from any 
holder thereof in sums not less than 
$5000, and. delivering in exchange 
thereof gold bars of equal value with a 
charge equal to the cost of manufac- 
turing the bars. 

The bill then passed. 

The Pure-food Bill was taken up, 
and became unfinished business, 

The Senate then went into executive 
session, after which Mr. Dawes asked 
unanimous consent to take up the In- 
dian Appropriation Bill. 

Mr. Vance objected, and Mr. Dawes 
= moved to take up the Indian

The motion was to, thus dis- 
placing the Pure-food Bill, Mr. Pad- 
dock expressing the opinion that it 
was gross injustice. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Dawes 
unanimous consent was given to pro- 
ceed to consideration of House bills on 
the calendar. 

Mr. Morrill tried to bring up the 
House amendment tothe Direct Tax 
Bill, bue Mr. Berry objected and it 
went over. 

Among the bills passed were the fol- 
lowing: In amendment of various 
acts relative to immigration, etc.; to 
amend the act of March 2, 1889, for the 
relief of certain volunteer and regular 
soldiers of the late war and Mexican 
war; for the allowance of certain 
claims for storesand taken 


as reported by the Court of Claims, un- 
der the provisions of the Bowman act. 

Mr. Cockrell moved an additional 
amendmentto the bill, inserting an 
item of $174,445 for the Choteau claim 
in connection with building iron 
steamers, 

This was agreed to after a long dis- 
cussion, in the course of which Mr. 
Plumb said if the Court of Claims was 
allowed to continue its present course 
of rendering judgments against the 
Government, the Government would 
have to go into bankruptcy. 

The Senate at 6 o’clock began con- 
sideration of the Indian Appropriation 
Bill. The provision for the purchase 
of irrigating machinery in Arizona 
and Nevada for use of Indian reser- 
vations was amended by the addition 
of the States of Idaho and Montana. 

The appropriation for the support of 
Indian schools was increased from 
$900,000 to $1,000,000. 

On motion of Mr. Dawes the com- 
mittee amendments reducing the per 
capita rate for the supportof IJndian 
pupils from $167 to $150, was disagreed 
to, Mr. Dawes explaining that the 
committee had changed its views. 

Mr. Plumb expressed the conviction 
that an average of $150 a year for 
Indian pupils was too much, and that 
no permanent advantage was derived 
from the system of Ilundian trainin 
which now cost $2,000,000 a year, an 
would ere long cost $10,000,000.

Main Féatures of the Shipping Bil as 
Passed by the House—The 
New Land Court—

WasHinaton, Feb. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The conferees on 
the bill for the repeal of the timber 
culture law and amendatory of the 
land laws generally, have practically |r 
reached an agreement on an entirely 
new bili, which will be brought for- 
ward at the first opportunity. The 
subject matter of the bill has for the 
past two Congresses been in dispute 
between the House and the Senate, 
and fora long time the conferees dur- 
ing: this Congress failed to come to an 
understanding. The bill agreed upon 
will change the general land system of 
the Government. The bill first repeals 
the Timber-culture Act, but with a 
reservation in favor of bona fide claims 
heretofore initiated. In computing 
the period of cultivation on claims al- 
ready accruing, it is provided that the 
time shall run from the date of entry. 


The necessary acts of cultivation per-| 


formed within the proper time, the 
preparation of the land and the plant- 
ing of trees will be construed as actual 
cultivation. Persons who have com- 
plied with the provisions of the Timber- 
culture Act for four years may prove 
up their claims by payment of $1.25 an 
acre. 

The Desert-land Act is amended by 
requiring the filing of a map showing 
the proposed method of reclamation, 
and no person shall receive a patent tor 
land under the act unless he has ex- 

poe in the work of reclamation at 

ast $3 per acre, $l to be expended 
within each year. After four years 
title may be secured by payment of $1 
per acre.

Provisions of the Shipping Bill 
Passed by the House. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Shipping Biil, 
as passed by the Louse, is radically 
different from the Senate measure. It 
merely authorizes the Postmaster- 
General to enter into such contracts 
for not less than five nor morethan 
ten years, with Americen citizens, for 
carrying the mails on American steam- 
ships 
and foreign ports, those of Canda ex- 
cepted, as will subserve and 
promote the postal and commercial 
interests of the United States; the 
mail service to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican, Gulf 
aud Pacific Coast ports. The vessels 
contracted with must be of American 
build and officered by American citi- 
zens.
